After my first meal, I carried my 
bedding up three flight! ef stairs to 
my bunk room which I shire with 
twenty-nine other soldiers.

Here I was 
tuughtrhow to pack a blanket, a half 
of a small canvas tent, a rain coat and 
27 other odds and ends into a com- 
pact bundle which (1 am told) fits 
comfortably on one's back. On the 
march we are supposed to carry the 
park, a cartridge belt, a canteen, a 
bayonet and scabbard and a nine-and- 
a-quarter-pound Garand rifle. 

This is a great place for numbers. 
It seems that every time 1 turn around 
somebody is giving me another num- 
ber to remember. So far I have an 
army serial number, a company num- 
ber, a rifle number and a clothing 
number. 

Oh, yes! You rememher the old 
scout bugle calls? Well, we have the 
same thing here only they are a little 
more strict about ihem. Reveille is 
sounded at 6:15 a. m.; assembly at 
6:3ft a. m., met* calls at 7:00 n. m„ 
noon, and 5:00 p. m.; drill twice a 
da) tind Tap* al 11:00 p. m. 

1 learned the oath of enlistment by 
heart my first day here; now lei me

I'm becoming quite spry after the 
snappy afternoon drills we have been 
having. I still hear (some nights in 
my sleep) that officer hollering: "belly 
in, chest out, head up and heels to- 
gether, right fare, left face, about face, 
column right, column left, right 
oblique, left oblique, right flank, left 
flank, and to the rear march." And on 
top of all these orders, every time I 
touch my nine-and-a-quarter-pound 
Garand rifle I hear: "right shoulder 
arms, left shoulder arms, present arms.

I've picked up quite a bit of ?!ang 
aiouud^nere too.

And incidentally, 
kitchen police is not a mailer of disci- 
pline, but of rotation. 

Of course I'm not making much 
money but within four months, my 
pay will be increased to $30.00 a 
month and 1 have chances of becom- 
ing ii corpora! at 154.00 and a sergeant 
a I $60.00. 

I gel excellent treatment here in 
rose of illness or accident. We have a 
mode rn infirmary equipped and 
slnlTed hi handle all medical and 
xurgical cases. 

So, Dick, I can'l complain at all. In 
fact I'm quite content here. The fel- 
lows are all a swell bunch and with 
good food and sleep without worries, 
I imagine I will be quite a changed 
man when my lime is up... THANKS 
TO UNCLE SAM.
